The fourth annual race for the inter- 


national cup offered by James Gordon 
Bennett which -may be competed for by 
every foreign automobile club recogniz- 
ed by the English Automobile club was 
started nt seven o'clock -sharp this morn- 
ing in fine weather. S. F. Edge, English 
•holder of the cup was the first starter. 


Thee ontcstants were S. F. Edge, 11. 


Do Kniff, A. Winton, Baron DC Cutters, 
C. Jarrott, 31. F. Arnian, V. Owen, Fox- 
hall Kcenc, J. W. Stocks, Gabriel, L. P. 
Moers and GcnaUy. 


The total distance of tho course is 3GS 


miles and 765 yards as measured. It is 
laid out principally in county Kildarc, 
the start and tini.-h being at Bally Shan- 
non cross roads about 35 miles southwest 
of Dublin. In outline the course some- 
what 
resembles a 
map of 
Africa 


divided in two parts, which arc known 
as the major and the minor loop. 


DISTANCE ABOUT THE LOOPS. 
The distance around the smaller loop 


is about 45 miles and 102'/- nv'.cs around 
them both and there is a dividing stretch 
of about thirteen miles that must be 
covered six times iu goin three times 
around the combine loops. The small 
loop is covered first and then the racers 
go three times around the combined 
loop*.

OaJ-s generally bring 
a good price; consequently more acre- 
age -was devoted to growing that partic- 
ular kind of grain this season, as crops 
of that kind have nutted more profit in 
past vears than many of the other agri- 
cultural products.

section oat.; will be at a premium next 
fall. 


One peculiar thing about this strange 


bug is that the. insect does not molest 
any other grain crops, but feasts on the 
oat field exclusively.

Wilt the oat crop in Kaciiic and Ken- 


osha counties, in fact, a!l through the 
farming district of the Mississippi val- 
ley, be a complete failure entailing a 
loss to the oat producers of thousajidand 
millions of dollars? This is a serious 
question now agitating the mind of the 
farmer. 


The cause of this unprecedented state 


of affairs is attributed to a tiny green 
worm, which already have invated the 
out fields in coimtless numbers. These 
queer species of bugs have apparently 
ruined the crop by eating away the 
heart of the oat just after it has grown 
about four inches'above the ground. The 
stalk then turns a sort of dirty. yeJlow 
color. Whether or not the plant, after 
it has passed through this destructive 
process, will be able to revive, is a prob- 
lem unsolveable by the- farmer. 


One Racine county farmer, who came 


to the city this morning, stated that in 
his opinion the entire oat crop would be 
a 
total failure. There is not an 
oat 


field in Racine and Kcnosha ixmnty that 
has not been invaded by this army of 
crop destroyers. 


'"The bugs are even worse than the 


army worm that wrought havoc to the 
agricultural products all through 
this 


part of-- the country some years ago," 
said a. farmer this morning. 


"It now looks as if the entire crop 


would be a failure," he continued. When 
asked what kind of a bug was account- 
able for the conditions, he was unable to 
answer. State scientists will be com- 
municatcd with in hopes of ascertaining 
if anything can be done to rid the fields 
of the bugs and save the crops. 


In Bacinc county alone there are hun- 


dreds of acres of oat-s, more in faet than 
in previous years. Oals generally bring 
a good price; consequently more acre- 
age was devoted to growing tliat partic- 
ular kind of grain this season, as crops 
of that kind have netted more profit in 
past years than many of the other agri- 
cultural products. 
Should 
the 
entire 


oat crop .be. destroyed throughout this 
section oats will be at a premium next 
fall. 


One peculiar thing about this strange 


bug is that the insect does not molest 
any other grain crops,'but feasts on the 
oat Hold exclusively.

ment of routes. 
Routes will be allotted 


to the states and not to tho congress- 
ional districts. X,!iis course has been de- 
cided upon by postmaster General Payne 
after a carefulVipnsideration of the sub- 
ject, and it has the cordial approval of 
President Roosevelt. 


Rural free delivery routes will be es- 


tablished wherever they are needed and 
the requirements as to population, area, 
condition of roads, etc., must be actual 
instead of theoretical. The present in- 
vestigation has demonstrated that under 
the Machcn regime routes were frequent- 
ly established to aid a. statcmman who 
was in peril and often times little atten- 
tion was paid to the population io be 
served.

JUNE THE COLDEST MONTH 


Weather Obierrer Cannot Find Time Wh*n 


Chillier Weather Prevailed. 


Professor Cox, chief 
of the 
Chicago 


weather bureau, announces, after look- 
ing through the records of his depart- 
ment .for the past thirty years, that this 
June has been the coldest of any in the 
history of the Chicago station, 


Although the bureau forecasts only 


thirty-six hours in. advance, the fortcast- 
er says it will be well to be prepared for 
an'cxtren-iely hot July and August, as 
the temperature for each summer tends 
to (tpproximate to a certain mean. In 
order for this summer to keep up with 
tae proeassion, July and August, since 
June failed to do its part, will have to 
be extraordinarily hot.

'or many years hut has .been enforced 
with more Or less severity according to

Last winter a new child labor law was 
enacted which stirred up things with 
the result for some time to come the 
agents of the State charged with the duty 
of looking after labor interests will be 
doing something.

But here if the 
dispatch has not been exaggerated, the 
thirty-eight children trader fourteen years 
of age were employed in long days of 
toil presumably, ten hours per day.

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"WISCONSIN PHALANX' 


History of Body of Socialists Organized at Southpor. 


(Kenosha) in 1844—How Colony Was Governed. 


From Chicago Chronicle. 


In an article the other day giving some 


account of the "Wisconsin Phalanx," a 
body of socialists that was organized in 
1844 at Southport (Kenosha) the hi- 
story was traced down to the time when 
land had been purchased in the Ceresco 
valley, stakes were set and all was ready 
for community work to begin. But only 
the committee responsible for the locat- 
ion had arrived. 


Originally one section and an eighth of 


government Innd had been bought and 
afterward forty acres more wore added 
to the-domai-n. Upon these 1,633 acres 
were to be settled, primarily as farmers 
and mechanics, enough persons and fa- 
milies to cultivate the land and build 
the necessary houses; 
these were to 


compose "the phalanx," but care was to 
be observed in selecting 
them. 
Only 


those who.were to be the pioneers were 
chosen at first. On Jlay IS, 1844, the 
committee on selection reported twenty- 
one names, as follows: 


W. Chase, C. Adkins, J. Bockwith, L. 


Rounds, W. Dunham, S. R. Kellogg, J. 
Stuart, Ca'rltnn Lane, J. Limbcrt, L. 
Stillwell, A. Tbdd, B. L. Richards, G. H. 
Stebbins, J. T. Cobb, W. Seaman, T. V. 
Newell, E. Child, W. E. Holbrook, H. G. 
Martin, N. Hunter, D. Sanborn. 


These men collected teams and cow?, 


and^itools and provisions and tents, and 
started for the new land of promise by 
way of Watertovm and the "long prni- 
rie." They were • six days going from 
Keaosha to 'the cabin of the nearest 
settler to "the place where they would 
be," and that settler, who was none 
other than "Sat" Clark, then and after- 
ward a democratic politican, gave them 
a pioneer's welcome. This was not far 
from where now is Portage 
City, for 


there was=Fort Wlnnebago and Satterlee 
Clark was a purveyor of provisions to 
the garrison. After a night passed there 
in tents the advance..party of the pha- 
lanx broke camp and proceeded on its 
•way, following an Indian pony road or 
trail, and when night fell again they 
camped where tho city of Eipon now 
stands. 
The next morning, 
May 27, 


• they repaired," says S. M. Pedrick, who 
seems to have been at mucii pains to 
recover the facts, ''to the valley below, 
on the beautiful plain surrounded by 
hills, like an amphitheater, and one of 
the most beautiful spots nature lias for- 
med in Wisconsin. There on their own 
land. they, .pitched their tents, stuck their 
stakes, dipped their spade? and laid the 
corner stone of the town of Ceresco," as 
they named the place after the goddess 
Ceres. 


They rightly so named it, as the soil 


proved the most fruitful in grain of any 
in the entire region. 
These 
pioneers 


were comparatively young men. as only 
one was past 49 years of age. They are 
described as persons whose industry and 
general shrewdness had already procured 
for them a sufficiency of live stock, farm 
materials, 
implements, money and all 


the necessaries for fitting out the ne\v 
authority, ''they had all. a? western pio- 
neers, undergone that training in hard 
work and privation that fortified them 
against discontent and homeirfckncfs, the- 
bane of other communistic colonies." 
There were, too, religious men and thor 
had among them two preachers, one ;i 
Jlethodist and the 
other 
of 
Baptist. 


With such material this socialist exper- 
iment began and it seemed that if any 
such thing could succeed this one should 
do so. 


The seat of government for tlie colony 


was still at Southport. There the re- 
cords were kept and there the officers 
continued to reside. 
B-ut soon the Ce- 


rescoans demanded home ru-lc and this 
they got in two 
installments. 
First, 


authority was given to a board t)f re- 
sident directors to conduct some of the 
business, and this board meeting Jot 
1 tlic 


first time on Sept. 3, 1S44, they went a 
step further a.nd assumed to do all the 
business "on the domain." They made, 
a valuation of the lands a.nd other pro- 
perty of which the phalnnx was pos- 
sessed. Thoy valued 1,160 acres at 82 
each and the remaining portion at .*5 
an acre, and the live stock, materials, 
implements, etc., at what they had cost. 
The stock consisted of fifty-four head of 
cattle^:including eight yoke of oxen and 
six horses. Immediately upon arriving 
upon the. ground'twenty acres of ground 
were broke up and planted with potat- 
oes, buckwheat, turnips and other vege- 
tables, and during the season prepared 
besides eighty acres to receive, the sow- 
ing of wheat. 
la 
the meantime was 


commenced the building of houses. There 
was a good supply of timber and of wa- 
ter. 
By Sept. 11 the buildings were so 


advanced as to warrant the mending of 
the tents and of their being, returned to 
Kenosia. 
As the building and work 


progressed 
satisfactorily, the pioneers 


sent for their families. There were now 
about as many women as men in the 
settlement and a dozen children. Living 
•was "Hog- cheap." A scale of prices for 
board waa feed; all person? over 15 
years of-oge paid 50 Ci>nts a week, all 
under 15 ''arid over 2 paid 33 cents a 
week and all-under 2 years nothing. 


Sffttiy things had to bo learned from 


experience and one of the first was that 
th£rc eonld be no "go as you please" or 
"do 03 you like" rule in respect'to labor 
and production. 
It became necessary 


to divide all labor on the domain into 
classes. They_ were 'three in number; 


first, the class of necessity, comprising 
digging and stoning wells, all work in 
water, mixing mortar and tending of 
masons and exposure in storms; second, 
class of usefulness, comprising all me- 
chanical and n.gricultura.1 labor not in- 
cluded in other classes, washing, team- 
ing, milking, taking care of stock, bok- 
keeping- and writing; third, the class of 
attractiveness, comprising cooking, din- 
ing-room work, ironing, domestic chor- 
ing, 
gardening, horticulture, 
care 
of 


fowls and bees and all work for the 
board of directors. 
The .number 
of 


hours' work done each week by each 
individual in the class of necessity was 
required to bo returned by the foreman 
and multiplied by twenty-four; 
those 


performed 
by each individual in the 


cliis-s of usefulness was to be multiplied 
by twenty; those in the class of attrac- 
tiveness by fifteen. There was no classi- 
fication for skilled labor in trades and 
the more undesirable the labor the 
higher the compensation. 
Until this 


provision ior the subdivision of labor 
went into effect they all proceeded as 
strictly as possible under the constitution 
of the society and the by-laws that were 
made after the system of Fourier. The 
cooking was all done in one kitchen and 
all ate at one table. Regular meetings 
were held for business and social pur- 
poses in the one hall on the domain, 
where also were held a Sunday school, a 
bible class and religious services by dif- 
ferent denominations; these 
occupied 


the hall alternately. 
It will be remem- 


bered there were two preachers in the 
colony. The mail was brought once a, 
week from Fond du Lac—an early in- 
stance this of rural delivery—by one of 
the brethren. He was paid for this ser- 
vice by twenty-four hours' credit and 5 
shillings a trip. Later a postoffice was 
established there, with Lester Rounds 
as the first postmaster. 


It would appear that the principal 


officer of the phalanx had the title of 
the "lone one," for whenever an oHieKil 
act was done it is credited to the lone 
one and when the phalanx was attacked 
by the Madison Argus, as it was rather 
fiercely, the replies were printed over 
the signature of "Lone One." 
These 


attacks were all made while a bill was 
before the territorial legislature for an 
net incorporating the ''Wisconsin Pha- 
lanx." 
The Argus did not approve of 


socialism and all that, was supposed to 
go with that ism and it sought, but in 
vain, to defeat the bill. Dr. Darling, a 
member irom Fond du Lac, championed 
it and carried it through. The original 
name was continued in the charter and 
the value ($2.3) of each share of stock 
was not altered. The location was fixed 
at the town of Ceresco and to that town 
the business operations were restricted, 
but timber and meadow lands might be 
owned in any other town. In no case, 
however, could the association own more 
than forty acres for each of its members. 
Anything like a banking business the 
society was forbidden to do. A public 
school was required to be established, in 
which were to be taught all of the- 
branches of science usually taught in the 
common schools of the territory, and it 
was to be maintained nine months of 
every year. The expense of the school 
was charged three-fourths to the labor 
account and one- fourth to capital or 
stock.

Duties That Are too High Should be 


lowered and Vice Versa-Begu- 


lation of Trusts is 


Demanded. 


DBS MOUTHS, I«u, July 1.—The ut- 


most larmony prevailed in the Republi- 
can state contention, which convened at 
11 o'clock today in the New Auditorium 
in this city with more than 1,000 dele- 
gates present. But -two propositions are 
before the convention—the platform and 
the nomination of a candidate for super- 
intendent of 
public 
instruction. 
The 


former is practically agreed upon, owing 
to an understanding recently iliat Sena- 
tor Allison should prepare the plank sup- 
portingHo the tariff and the trusts. A 
full state i'ticket will ba nominated with 
A. B. Cummings of Polk ior governor, 
John Harriott of Adair for lieutenant 
governor; Charles A. Bishop of Polk for 
judge of the supreme court, D. J. Pal- 
mer of Washington for railroad commis- 
sioner, all of whom are at present serv- 
ing their first -term. 


There are three candidates for -the po- 


sition of state, superintendent B. C. Bar- 
rett of Osage, H. L. Adams of West Un- 
ion, and J. F. Riggs, of Sigourney. Bar- 
rett is the preaenU incumbent and is a 
candidate for the fourth term. 


AH interest is centered around the com- 


mittee on resolutions and just previous 
to holding the district caucuses, each of 
•which is entitled to a member upon the 
committee the 
opinion prevailed that 


there wouldvbe no hitch in the proceed- 
ings and that the tariff plank as prepar- 
ed, would be endorsed by the committee. 


In the caucuses held at 10 o'clock the 


"Stand Patters" won by a majority of 
three in the eleven district meetings held 
for the selection of the members of the 
committee on resolutions.

TARIFF TRUST PLANK. 


Senator Allison's tariff 
trust 
plank, 


which will be adopted by the convention 
is as follows: 


"We reiterate our faith in the historic 


principle of protection. 
Under its in- 


fluence our country, foremost 
in 
the 


bounties of nature has become foremost 
in production. 
It has enabled the la- 


borer to successfully insist upon good 
wggps find hn« induced capital to engage 
in production with a reasonable 'hope of 
a fair reward. Its vindication is found 
in the history of Us success and th* rap- 
idity with which our national resources 
have been developed and our industrial 
independence secured 
and we heartily 


renew our pledge to maintain it. 


"Tariff rjtes enacted to carry this pol- 


icy into effect shouM be just, fair and 
impartial, equally opposed 
to 
foreign 


control and domestic monopoly, to sec- 
tional discrimination and individual fa- 
foriiism aud must-from time to time be 
charged to meet the varying conditions 
incident to fhc progress of our industries 
and their changing relationsinourforeign 
and domestic commerce. Duties that are 
too low should be increased, and duties 
that are too high should be reduced. 


"Wo endorse the policy of reciprocity 


and the natural complement of protec- 
tion. 
Reciprocity between 
nations 
is 


trade for mutual advantage and

Protection 
builds up 'domestic industry and secures 
our own markets for ourselves; recipro- 
city builds up foreign trade and finds

We 
do not desire their destruction but insist

tions, shows the evil effects of such war- 
fare on th* en ^re-labor movement. He 
says in part: 


"Judicious uirionretB look on, and are 


powerless to prevent strikes, being-call- 
ed for the sole purpose ol gratifying a, 
lust for power on the part of a union 
that wishes to 
crush an organization 


similar in all Its essential features, but 
numerically weaker. And -when the con- 
flict ends, no principle has-been conserv- 
ed, not one adherent has been won to 
the 
cause of labor; on the 
contrary, 


many-have been lost; thousands of well- 
wishers, constrained, to withhold their 
sympathy, finally turn, from the work- 
ers in disgust, 'while the direct evil ef- 
fects that flow from ordinary industrial 
strife are increased many fold, for the 
fraticidal strito-is usually the most bit- 
terly waged of all strikes. 
Inevitably 


the jon-union employer fattens during 
such a war, while the innocent employ- 
er of union men is the greatest immed- 
iate sufferer. In the end, the workers 
who indulge in.Ahese wild dances must 
pay for th music, and their contribu- 
tion is exacted from, them in the shape 
of work diverted into other channels or 
in a demoralized — though perhaps, victor- 
ious — union being compelled to accept 
less favorable wage contracts. If there 
were no material. oonsideratioES involv- 
ed, unionists should ha,ve sufficient pride 
to estop them from entering on a. quar- 
rel in which their best friends — their em- 
ployers — would in all human, probability 
become the chief victims. 
MANY MYSTERIES TO EMPLOYERS. 


"The present mania knows naught of 


geographical bounds — Denver, 
Chicago, 


Pittsburg and New York being among 
the cities afflicted. One strike in the 
metropolis serves to show to what ex- 
tent 
this thirst for power leads men 


blinded by prejudice. There the carpen- 
ters have gained unenviable notoriety 
by 
10,000 Brotherhood men 
striking 


against the employment of members of 
the Amalgamated society, a world-encir- 
cling union having headquarters in Eng- 
land. For years there has been friction 
between these two bodies, but they have 
managed to co-operate on all essential 
matters under agreements of a move or 
less 
satisfactory character. But 
now 


the chief national officers of the Broth- 
erhood say their followers' patience has 
been exhausted, and declare the Amalga- 
mated men shall retire from the iield in 
New York. The 
American Federation 


o.f Labor endeavored to settle the dis- 
pute, but it possessed neither the power 
nor the persuasive ability to mak£ parti- 
sans of the Amalgamated 
society re- 


nounce their allegiance. 


"The next move of the Brotherhood 


was, in effect, to inform union employers 
that they must solve the problem by 
taking sides in the dispute. Of course, 
the demand was not made in such blunt 
terms, although the result was the same. 
They either could cot or would not in- 
duce all the union men to join the Broth- 
erhood, and that organization ordered a 
strike, the real purpose of which was to 
compel .the employers to settle a family 
quarrel between the unions. This was 
not only an injuetic to the employer, but 
it was a humiliating confession that the 
unions were incapable of conducting their 
own business, and, childlike, referred it 
to a superior authority for disposition. 
Of course, the New Yorkers prate about 
some intangible principle being at stake, 
whioh is all nonsense, for in the neigh- 
boring city of Philadelphia the members 
of both organizations are acting in ac- 
cord on all matters of mutual concern."

"WISCONSIN PHALANX" 


History of Body of Socialists Organized at Southport 


(Kenosha) in 1844—How Colony Was Governed. 


From Chicago Chronicle. 


In an article the other day giving some 


account pf the "Wisconsin Phalanx," a 
body of sociaKsts that was organized in 
1844 at South-port (Kenosha) the hi- 
story was traced down to the time when 
land had been purchased in the Ccresco 
valley, stakes were set and all was ready 
for community work to begin. Hut only 
the committee responsible for the- locat- 
ion had arrived. 


Originally one section ami an eighth of 


government Innd hud been bought nnd 
afterward forty acres more were added 
to tho domiiHi. Upon these 1,633 acres 
were to be nettled, primarily as farmers 
and mechanics, enough persons and fa- 
milies to cultivate tho liuid nnd build 
tho newssary house?; 
these were to 


compose ''the phalanx," but care was to 
be observed iu si-lcctinff 
them. 
Only 


thoso wlio.werc to be the pioneers were 
chosen at first. On Mny IS, 1844, the 
committee on selection reported twenty- 
one nnmes, as follows:

These men collected tennis and cow?, 


and*tools and provisions and tents, and 
etsrtcd for the new land of promise by 
\T«T of W»terto'.vn and the "long prai- 
rie." 
They were .eix days going from 


KenoBha to'the cabin of the nearest 
settlor to "the place where they would 
be," and thot Bottler, who was none 
other than "Sat" Clark, then nnd after- 
ward a democratic politican, gave them 
a pioneer's welcome. This was not far 
from, where now is Portngc 
City, 
for 


there iras-Fort Wln-nebago and Satterlec 
Clark was a purveyor of provisions to 
the garrison. After n nijht passed there 
in tents the advance-party of the pha- 
lanx broke camp nnd proceeded ou ils 
way, following an Indian pony road or 
trail, and when night fell again they 
camped where tho city of Eipon no\v 
stands.

• they repaired," says S. If. Pedrick, who 
scorns to have been at much pains to 
recover the facts, "to the valley belou-, 
On tho beautiful plain surrounded l>y 
hills, like au amphitheater, and one of 
the most beautiful spots nutnre !ins for- 
med in Wisconsin. There on their own 
land they/pitched their tents, stuck their 
stake*, dfpped their spade- nuJ laid the 
corner stone of the town of Ccrosco," as 
they named the place after the goddess 
Corns. 


They rightly so nnmed it, as the soil 


proved the mo.-,t fruitful in grain of any 
in tho entire region. 
These 
pioneers 


were comparatively young men. as only 
one was past 40 years of age. They are 
described AS persons who-e industry ami 
general shrewdness had slrpndy procured 
for them a sufficiency of live stock, farm 
materials, 
implements, money and all 


the neces.sn.rier; for fitting out the new 
authority, "t.hoy had nil. as western pio- 
neers, undergone that training in hard 
work and privation that uu-tiiied them 
ngain.st discontent and honicsieknew. the 
bane of other communistic colonies." 
There were, too, religious men and they 
had among them two prenclicrs, one

Jlethodist and the other 
of Baptist. 


With such material this socmlisl exper- 
iment began and it seemed that if nny 
such thing could succeed this one should 
do so. 


The scat of government, for the colony 


was still nt Southport. There the re- 
cords were kept nnd there the officers 
continued to reticle. But soon the Ce- 
rcscoans demanded homo rule and this 
thcv got in two 
installment?.

authority was given to n board <;f re- 
sident directors to conduct ;omc of the 
business, and this board meeting fov the 
first time on Sept. 3, 1844, Ibcy went :i 
step further and assumed to do all the 
business ''on the domain." They made 
* valuation of the lands a.nd other pro- 
perty of which the phalnnx was pos- 
Mwd. They valued 1,160 acres at $2 
each and (lie remaining portion nt i?5 
in aero, und the live stock, materials, 
implements, etc., at what they hud cost. 
The stock consisted of fifty-four head of 
cattle^including eight yoke of oxen and 
six horses. Immediately upon arriving 
•upon the ground'twenty ncres of ground 
were broke up and planted with potat- 
oes, bunkwhoat, titrnips and other vege- 
tables, and during the season prepared 
besides eighty acre* to rcceive>the sow- 
Ing of wheat.

the meantime was 


commenced the buiMiog of.houses. There 
•was a good supply of timber and of wa- 
ter. By Sept. 11 the buildings were so 
advanced as to warrant the mending of 
the tents and of their being, returned to 
Kenosia, 
As tho building and work 


progressed 
satisfactorily, tho pioneers 


sent for their families. There were now 
about as many women as m(V in the 
settlement and a dozen children. Living 
WBS "dog' cheap."

They, were three in number; 


first, the class of necessity, comprising 
digging and stoning wells, all work in 
water, mixing mortar and tending of 
masons and exposure in storms; second, 
das? of usefulness, comprising all me- 
chanical and agricultural labor not in- 
cluded in other classes, washing, team- 
ing, milking, taking care of stock, bok- 
kcepiug nud writing; third, the class of 
attractiveness, comprising cooking, din- 
ing-room work, ironiny, domestic chor- 
in;r, gardening, horticulture, 
care 
of 


fowls and bees and all work for the 
board of directors. 
The .number 
of 


hours' work done each week by each 
individual in the class of necessity was 
required to bo returned by the foreman 
and multiplied by twenty-four; 
those 


performed 
by each individual in the 


oliis* of usefulness was to be multiplied 
by twenty; those in the class of attrac- 
tiveness by fifteen. 
There wa; no classi- 


fication for skilled labor in trades and 
the more undesirable the labor the 
higher the compensation. 
Until this 


provision for the subdivision of labor 
went into efl'ect they all proceeded as 
strictly as possible under the constitution 
of the society and the by-laws that were 
mnde after the system of Fourier. The 
cooking was nil done in one kitchen and 
nil ate at one table. Regular meetings 
were held for business and social pur- 
poses in the one hnll on the domain, 
where also were held a Sunday school, a 
bible class nnd religious oerviccs by dif- 
ferent denominations; 
those 
occupied 


the iiall alternately. It will be remem- 
bered there were two preachers in the 
colony. The mail was brought once it 
week from Fond du Lac—an early in- 
stance this of rural delivery-—by one of 
the brethren. He wns paid for this ser- 
vice hy twenty-four hours' credit and 5 
shilling* a trip. Later a postoffice was 
established there, with Lester Rounds 
as the first postmaster. 


It would appear that the principal 


officer of the phnlanx had the title of 
the "lone one,'' for whenever an orlici.i! 
act wns done it is credited to the lone 
one and when the phalanx wns attacked 
by the -Miulison Argus, as it was rather 
fiercely, ilic replies were printed over 
tho signature of ''Lone One." 
These 


attacks were nil made while a bill was 
before the territorial legislature for an 
net incorporating the "Wisconsin Pha- 
lanx." 
The Argus (lid not approve of 


socialism and all that, was supposed to 
go with that ism nnd it sought, but in 
vain, to defeat the bill. Dr. Darling, a 
member trom Fond du Lac, championBd 
it and carried it through. The original 
rame was con-tinned in the charter and 
the value (525) of each share of stock 
was not altered. The location wa; fixed 
at the town of Cercsao a'.id to that town 
the business operations were restricted, 
but timber and meadow lands might be 
owned in any other town. 
In no case, 


however, could the association own more 
than forty acres for each of its members. 
Anything like a banking business the 
society was forbidden to do. A public 
school wns required to be ostnblished, in 
which were to be taught all of tho 
branches of science usually taught in the 
common school* of. the territory, and it 
was to bo maintained nine months of 
every your. The expense of the school 
was clmrpcd three-fourths to the labor 
iicemmt nnd one-, fourth to capital or 
si ock.

Fx-Fre*ldent of Trpogrswhlwi Union Talki 


ou Evil Effect* of Snob Warfare OH 


the Entire Xorment, 


W. B. Prescoit, former president of 


the International Typographical union, 
in a strong article ou the subject of in- 
ternal strife between lubor organiza- 
tions, »how* the evil effects of such Trar- 
fare on the or -Ire-tabor movement. He 
says in part: 


"Judicious uniooi»t» look on, and are 


powerless to prevent rtrlkcs, beingxiall- 
ed for the iole purpose of gratifying a. 
lust for power on the- jart of a union 
that -wakes to 
crush an organization 


similar in ill Jt« essential features, but 
numerically weaker. And -when the con- 
flict ends, no principle has-been conserv- 
ed, not one adherent has been won to 
the cause of labor; on the 
contrary, 


many-nave been lost; thousands of well- 
wishers, constrained bo withhold 
their 


•ympithy, finally turn from the work- 
ers in disgust, 'while tha direct evil ef- 
fects that flow from ordinary industrial 
strife are increased many fold, for tho 
fraticidal strikd-is umially the rnott bit- 
terly waged of all strikes. 
Inevitably 


tho apn-ur.ion employer fattens during 
such a war, while the innocent employ- 
er of union men is the greatest immed- 
iate safTerer. In the end, the workers 
who indulge in .these wild dances must 
pay for th music, and their contribu- 
tion is eiactcd from them in the shape 
of work diverted kito other channels or 
in a demoralized—though perhaps, victor- 
jong—union bring compelled to accept 
less favorable wage contracts.

Housekeeping 
Specialists.—A 
well- 


known woman, prominent in the move- 
ment for scientific housekeeping, suggests 
that the present offers great opportuni- 
ties for women specialists in the different 
departments of 
housewifery. A great 


many housekeepers can do everything 
but their own window cleaning, for in- 
stance; others dislike to 
scrub 
s'teps; 


others dislike ironing, but do not mind 
doing their own washing, and vice versa. 
Each would be glad to employ a woman 
for these tasks, provided she understood 
the work 
and came punctually oud 


promptly to the house, provided with 
such simple articles as she might need. 


There is an opportunity for visiting 


cooks, many women feeling themselves 
actually unequal to the task of getting 
up a meal and 'the worry of planning it. 
They would dispense with a hired girl if 
thoy co'.ild find a. woman to come in reg- 
ularly every day or three times a day 
to cook.

For catarrh, bathe the 
forehead with ice-cold water for five or 
ten minutes in the morning. To with- 
s<tand the summer heat take a cold bath 
and wet the top of the head. There is 
nothing like cold water inside and out 
for pimples, poor circulation and "that 
tired feeling," but do not drink cold wa- 
ter alt meal time.

retary of State Loomis has been notified 
that the petition in behalf of the Rus- 
sian Jews will probably be delivered at 
the state department or at Oyster Bay in 
about a week. The document is being 
sent from one city to another to secure 
signatures of representative Hebrews 
and American publicists in every section 
of the country. Immediately upon re- 
ceipt of the petition 
by 
the 
United. 


States government it will be dispatched 
to Mr. Riddle, United States charge at 
St. Petersburg. It will be accompanied 
by a note of transmittal instructing Mr. 
Riddle what disposition to make of the 
petition, for there is no intention here 
to place any undue responsibility on the 
charge in this matter.
